Sometimes an area such as our own is 
not so fortunate as to have concerned people 
who care about the well-being of its residents. 
For some years now our own neighborhood has 
been honored to have many citizens who devote 
their time and efforts to improving our 
community. Resident Donald MacDonald is just 
one person out of many who has been actively 
involved in the Southwest area. MacDonald has 
been very active with the Youth Activities Task 
Force and the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assemly. He has also spent a great deal of his 
life trying to promote understanding between 
Korea and the United States. 

In 1982, Donald MacDonald and some 
members of St. Augustine’s Church gathered 
together to try and see what they could do for 
the youths of our community. They were told 
that our youths needed help in finding jobs. It 
was decided that not only jobs be found for the 
youth, but jobs that would give them career 
opportunities. From this the Youth Activities 
i Task Force was formed which is affiliated with 
the Southwest Neighborhood Assembly. 
MacDonald is not as active with the Youth 
Activities Task Force as he has been, but he 
does what he can to help. "Currently, the Youth 
Activities Task Force is preparing for its 
eleventh year of service and we are also working 


on finding jobs for our youths, promoting 
funding and encouraging people in the commu¬ 
nity to attend our annual fundraiser," states 
MacDonald. MacDonald says, "I would like to 
see the attitudes of community residents in 
Southwest change about the Southwest 
Neighborhood Assembly. The majority of the 
people who live in Southwest don’t know about 
the Assembly, don’t care and don’t see what the 
Assembly can do for them, and I would like to 
see this improved." SWNA is currently working 
on changing this and helping members of the 
community see and feel differently about this 
key organization. 

MacDonald was sent to Korea after 
World War II by the Army, and this is how he 
became so interested in Korean affairs. He has 
been to Korea on several occasions. When he 
last went to Korea, he was on a Fulbright grant 
and he stayed for ten months. His purpose in 
going was to teach in a Korean University and 
to do research on a book which he is currently 
writing on Korean politics. This book is an 
attempt to help people understand how politics 
work in Korea. He has also written two 
additional books. The Koreans. Contemporary 
Politics in Society , which will be coming out in 
June, and United States/Korean Relations from 
Liberation to Self Reliance. He also writes 


articles for Korean newspapers and has i 
article coming out in the Washington Quarter 
this summer on the "Role of the Major Pcwe 
in Korean Unification." 

MacDonald is currently teaching 
course on Korean Politics and Intemation 
Relations at Georgetown University. He enjo; 
very much supporting his wife in her career 
teaching. Mr. MacDonald says, "My wife ai 
I would like to do something to help tl 
Washington community. We take a great de 
of pleasure in helping others."

Dear Editor: 

I read the letter to the editor from "A Con¬ 
cerned Friend" in regard to security at Waterside 
Mall in the March 1992 SOUTHWESTER. I 
share the writer’s concern about security at the 
Mall. However, I would like to point out sever¬ 
al issues. 

At a recent citizens’ meeting in Southwest 
which I attended, a Metropolitan Police Depart¬ 
ment spokesman stated that Southwest has one 
of the lowest crime rates in the entire city. 

Security officers’ duties are to patrol the Mall 
area; therefore, they are seldom in one stationary 
area. An electronic device is used to monitor] 
the officers’ movements. These reports were I 
reviewed and it was found that a security officer 
was in the vicinity of Ms. Gould’s attack ap¬ 
proximately five minutes previously. It must be 
noted that the police spokesman also stated that 
it is indeed a rare occurrence when a crime is 
committed in front of a police officer. I believe 
the same could be said of a security officer. 

In the past two months, our Special Police 
Officers at Waterside Mall have had 14 individ¬ 
uals transported to the 1st District Police Station 
for breaking the law, have issued 10 legally 
binding "Barring Notices" prohibiting individuals 
onto Waterside; Mall property for past conduct, 
and have summoned ambulances for individuals 
in many instances. Our officers also regularly 
respond to retail establishments requiring securi¬ 
ty assistance. 

While I strongly urge that personal safety 
precautions be taken in all areas of the city as; 
well as the suburbs, all of us at Admiral Securi¬ 
ty are most concerned with security at Waterside 
Mall. We will continue to take all avenues 
within our power to make Waterside Mall a 
safer environment for all.

For years I thought that I was a little 
weird (or maybe just a dentist) because, 
whenever I looked at someone for the first time, 
the first thing I noticed was their teeth.
